BUEIAL OP THE DEMOCRACY. 

Bryan's Nomination a Joke Just Before 
Flunglni; Into the Abyss of Political 
BanuiaUon. 

(From tJie San Frnnolsco Cnll.) 
While standing there upon the hall 
platform, all ready toiieclare the eternal 
adjournment of the coaveiition and the 
everlasting burial of the Democracy, 
Chairman White might have looked 
down into his party's grave, and said 
with rianilet us the Dane stood besiiie 
the grave of Yorick, " To what liaso 
uses we may return! " There were giant, 
minds in the convention. There were 
men there who stand well to the top of 
America's long list of great political 
economists and masters of the science of 
government, but, like Gulliver, they 
were tied to a stake by Lilliputians. 
But then as Uean .Swift says : 

So. iialunilists ohsorve, a Ilea 
Has siiKillcr lletts that on him prey; 
A lid the sc have smaller still to bito '< 
And S.I proceed lul infinitum. 

ft is luird to understand how the con- 
vention finally Bidtled upon William 
.lenniiigs Bryan, the oG years ohl JJ"e- 
braska orator. If, just before plunging 
into the abyss from whose depths of 
deeper political damnation the Demo- 
cratic party will never return, the con- 
vention thought it would perpetuate a 
huge joke wherewith to round out its 
blundering and perfidious lite, the nom- 
ination of a man who .sold out his jiarly 
body and soul for one chance in a mil- 
lion to draw the spaniels of a rnited 
States Senator is easily e.xplained. 
Bryan's nomination is a joke. 

Mr. Uryan is not a ! )cmocrat, nor is 
he a Populist, but lie gravitates from one 
to the other, tlo might be called a 
political Poll t-iuiiote, unattended l)y a 
coninion-senae, unimaginative Sancho 
E'anza. He doeij not mean to be uii 
grateful, but he does not think it in- 
gratitude when favors are bestowed ui)on 
him to turn and rend the be-stower of 
them, if to do otherwise would hinder 
him in satisfying his ambition. He 
coquetted with tlie Louisiana delega 
tion, yet he looks upon the payment of 
a bounty to the sugar-growers of that 
State as somethiiij; rather worse than 
highway robbery. 

Two years ago the Democracy of Ne- 
braska conferred ni>oii Mr. Bryan the 
dislingnisbed honor of "orator" of the 
state nominating convention. He fie 
livered one of his " tornado " speeches, 
ami carried the majority of the conven- 
tion into a trap which he had previously 
set, and before many delegates knew 
what they were doint; they had iiulorsed 
the iioiiii nccs, platform and all, of the 
Bopulist convenlion which had been 
held a weidc or two previous. The price 
of the sell out was the sujiport of what 
was counted upon to be a Populist legis 
lature for United States senator. He 
got less than one-fifth of the vote of the 
legislature. 

His candidacy for member of the Fifty 
third Congress was steep uphill work 
until a deal was made with certain Popu 
lists to throw the vote of that party to 
Mr. Bryan. Xeiir the close of the cam- 
jiaign money was needed to "consum- 
mate " certain trailes. The Democrats 
who put up the rei]uired sum were in 
the delegation to the Chicago convent ion 
that .\Ir. Bryan had declared "irregular,' 
so that himself and his followers might 
he seafeil. Iminediateb' after his defeat 
for the Senate by John M.Thurston, Mr. 
Bryan started upon a lecturing tour of 
the country, delivering everywhere the 
one lecture, "Tlie Free" and Un- 
limited Coina|;e of Silver at the 
Ratio of 10 to 1 Without Waiting for 
the Consent of Any Other Nation on 
Earth." The expense of the tour, in- 
cluding Mr. Bryan's sahirv, was jiro- 
vided for, it waa .said, and it has never 
been denied, by an organization com- 
posed wholly of silver miners who were 
anxious to see the [)roducts of their bills 
and niountaina doubled in price by Mr. 
Brvan's plan of biiiietallisin. 

In point of understanding of the 
science and philosophy of government, 
he stands eonae distance below the foot 
of the long list of aspirants for the Cbl 
cago nomination. 

Mr. Jlryan lias "talked silver" so 
long, and so much to the exclusion of all 
other economic questions, he has almost 
persuaded himself that there is no ail- 
ment to which the body physical or body 
politic is heir that doses of silver will 
not cure. In fact, he is almost a silver 
monomaniac. At least he pretends to 
believe the renionctization of silver is all 
under the shiiiiiiL' sun that is needed to 
make prosperity so suiierabuudant that 
the people would cry for a streak of hard 
times just to lireak the horrible mon- 
otony of raking in profits. 

On the tariir (pieation Mr. Bryan is 
for free trade, pure and simple. He is 
very pronounced in the belief that the 
government should be maintained from 
iniDine taxes, and to that end he is in 
favor of revamping the Supreme court of 
the United States so that it will reverse 
the present court's decision, which Avas 
that an income tax law would be uncon 
Btitutional. TIkjsi! are only a few of the 
more leading " i pialiflcations " of Wil 
Ham Jennings l>ryan for the ollice of 
prtirtident of the United States. .And

cause it would enable them to ofFor 
soiiietbing lor Bomethijig ; to oar work- 
ing cliissess aiiJ our capitnlists it woulil 
mean cxpaniliriR mixrkets of incalculable 
value. Free Trade, as Mr. Frederick 
Greenwood once wrote, should bo a var- 
iable expedient. We liave proved the 
force of that argument in India, jylieu 
tlie Badical Governinent which rejected 
Mr. Rhodes' oSet of special treatiiieDt 
for the Mother Goantry's goods in 
Rhodesia, was compelled to re-adopt 
castotns duties to save our Eastern Em- 
pire from bankruptcy, and bat fur our 
amazing wealth niid illimitable ri-Haurci;, 
wo should liiive jirovc'd it lonij; kiucc in 
Great Britain also. To assist atciic-ul- 
ture to any large extent at home is pui-- 
haps impossible, without resort to 
an (extreme form of protection, but 
it is not impossible to iielp the busl- 
ne.sH of the countrv cenerally ;ind afisiat 
the consolidation oi the Empire by mod- 
ei-ato imposts. The Free Trader defends 
the ruin of ngriciilture on the ground 
tiiat the interests of the whole conimn- 
nity are greater than the interests of a 
class. lUucli more forcibly may the ad- 
vocate of an Imperial Cuatotiia Union 
contend that the interesta of the Kni- 
piro are Rreater than Uiose of England ; 
and there is much to oe said in defence 
uf tlie latter argumeat which cannot be 
urged in favor of the former; in ad- 
vancing the interests of the whole, we 
should not ruin, but advance, the inter- 
ests of the part. Under & preferential 
tariff England would take a new lease of 
vigorous and prosperous life, and the 
Empire would become a more potent 
force for good than it has ever been. 



PREFERENTIAL TRADE. 

A. good deal has oi late been said and 
written alxjut free traiie within the Eni- 

pii-e and mntually [irefereiitial trade be- 
tween Cireut Hiilain and her colonics. 
Free trade within the bounds oi the 
British Empire is just now considered 
by the people of thedififerent colonies an 
impossibility. The condition that the 
Mother Country and her colonies should 
agree upon a tarill'as against all the rest 
of the world is looketl upon by Briti.sli 
free traders as equally impossible. lUit 
there are raany thouglitful and patriotic 
men in both Great Britain and 
her dependencies who are of opinion 
that some trade arrangement could be 
made by which they could favor each 
other in matters of traile that would bo 
advantHgeou.H to them all. Xo scheme 
of commercial imioii that has yet been 
mooted has met with general approval, 
but that such a scheme can be devised 
is regarded by many both in Great Brit- 
ain and the colonies as practicable. 

The question of preferential trade is 
being seriously discussed by aljle men in 
dili'erent parts of tlie Fnijiire, and al- 
though the opinions and theories of the 
writers and speakers differ witiely tiieic 
are very few of them who hold that 
agreement some time in the not distant 
future is not within the bounds of possi- 
bility. It is to be noted that 
among tlie natives of Great Britain who 
take purl in the discussion, very few in- 
deed insist upon the infallibility of tlie 
principles of free trade or expres? their 
-conviction that 15i'ilish free trade as it is 
now is to last forever. It ia very plain 
that free trade among the natives of 
Great Britain is greatly less a " super- 
stition," as Sir John Macdonald termed 
it, than it was a few years ago. Much 
has happened and is haj^pening to shake 
the laitli of lOiiglisliinen in the universal 
applicabilit^'of theirsystem of fi'ce trade. 

The cliaiiges which i)ublic opinion is 
undergoing on tliis subject are j)lainly 
visible in the speeches delivered 
and the articles written on this 
subject of preferential trade. The dis- 
cnhdioii has shown Canadians and other 
colonists that tliere are in the home of 
free trade many who are strong [irotec- 
tionista from conviction aud many more 
who are convinced that the adoption of 
some form of mild protection would, as 
a political expedient, be advantageous 
to Great Britain. Some of the utter- 
ances of Lord iSalisluiry lead to the con- 
clusion that lie i.s of this opinion, and 
the principal objection which some Brit- 
ish politicians have to the adojition of 
preferential trade is that although it 
ought and probably would be beneficial 
to Great Britain as well as the colonies 
the masses in the mother country could 
never be prevailed upon to consent to 
the imposition of a tax, lot it be ever 
so light, on the poor man's loaf. 
Our attention has been directed to this 
question by an article in the June num- 
ber of the Fortnightly Review, "From 
Cobdeo tu Ohamberlain," by Edward 
,' Salmon. The writer, thouuh an Eng- 
lishman, ia a protectionist. The follow- 
ing is the concluding paragraph of his 
very able and most interesting article ; 
• Free Trade, real Free Trade, that ia, 
not partially freo imports and imparti- 
ally fettered exports, is an economic 
counsel of perfection. Even Free Trade 
within the Empire is not possible at this 
moment; the colonies must have import 
duties for revenue purirosea; but aa 
population increases, the diflicultiea of 
collecting revenue by more direct means 
will diminish. Freo Trade within the 
F.nipire is a possibility of the 
future; but there will be no Knipiro 
to adojit l''i'ce Trade if we do not 
make a beginning with a ])referential 
tarifl', To our diplonuitists, as Lord .'Sal- 
isbury lias repiiatedly aasertcil, such a

My Di:.\R Enci.An:— It would do you 
little good to condole with you, and I 
am sure that you and Mrs. Kdgar will 
accejjt the situation philosophically as 
usual. Notliing has happened in my 
time so aatonishiug. It is impossible to 
understand how so wide a defection 
existed among our own friends without 
onr knowing it. You advise that we 
should make no appointments. Tliis, I 
think, we can hardly accept iis sound 
advice. Ordinary vacancies bhoiilil he 
Idled up. Of these there are a number, 
some of them existing for weeks. 1 do 
think that we oughl not to iiuiUe any 
new aiipointmeiits, or create vacancies 
by any process, in order to get our 
Iriends ollices. k ia (|uite constitutional 
for us to do even that, Imt the ground 1 
took in l.ST.'i--) was that I did not object, 
even after the motion of no conlidence 
was moved, to the miniatry (illing 
vacancies required in the public interest. 

A. Mackeszik. 
-Mr. Mackenzie, during the interval 
between iiis defeat at the i)olla and his 
resignations performed the duties of a 
I'reniier precisely as if lie knew that bis 
( iovernment enjoyed the conlidence of 
the country. He took the course which 
he knew to be constitutional.

1 n it are i ncl iiiicil the reiiresen t;Ui res of j 
almost every nation in (JliriHteiidoiii. 
The secret of the wonderful growtli of 
the Christian Endeavor .Society lies per- 
haps in its sociableness and in its being 
non-sectarian. The spirit of Christian 
friendliness and kindliness is cultivated 
by its member.^, nlio are not kept se|)ar- 
ate by either social distincliouH or de- 
nominational jealousies, lis members 
find it pleasant to meet together for the 
promotion of good obiecte.and this plea- 
santness makes it popular without 
detracting from its usefulness. The 
convention of the society was this year 
held in the City of Washington. The 
attendance was enoruujus and the iiieet- 
ines are described aa being exceedingly 
interesting and enjoyiible. The Chris- 
tian Endeavor organization has not yet 
arrived at its full growth. It is increas- 
ing in numbers every week, and its 
influence for good is projiortionately ex- 
tending.

"British Columbia, and in fact the 
whole of the Dominion of Canada, is 
making an ellbrt to stop contagious dis- 
eases in horses, especially glanders, the 
different legislative bodies having re- 
recent ly passed a bill concerning the 
importation of horses into the Domin- 
ion", which requires that all horses 
brought into the Dominion must be ac- 
comi>anied hy a certificate from a re 'oi;- 
nized veterinary surgeon to the ell'ect 
that they are free from all contagious 
diseases, are not affected with glanders, 
and that glanders does not exist in the 
district or county from which the horses 
c.niie. The railroads in the United 
Stales are taking hold of the matter, Ihe 
Xorthei n Pacific having already issued a 
circular staling the condition of allaiis, 
aud notifying their agents to havo the 
law complied with in the future, as the 
road will not be allowed lo land any 
horses in Victoria without a certificate." 



Much interest has been manifested by 
scientists and piscatorial ex |)erts in the 
strange creature recently brought from 
tiuatsino Sound by Capt Foot of tho 
Mischief, and which now occupies a 
place of honor in tho provincial niu- 
seum.

America, tho imragraph referring to the 
Alonidosaurns concluding with the ob- 
servation : " lOvery part of it is so frag- 
ile that it is extremidy ditlicult to pro- 
cure spocinieua. Such have sometimes 
bicn cast ashore at puiiitH on this coast, 
b 'tween Monterey and Alaska, but

Isaac Ford cables from London to the 
New York Tribune: The new contract 
for the carriage of the Canadian mails 
provides for a service of four twenty- 
knot vessels, If Moville be retained as 
a port of call and arrangements aro made 
for a quick tranaitof the mails to London 
lis from Qiieenstown, at least two davH 
will be saved in delivering Canadian 
letters. Canadians in London believe 
that tliis fast service for mails and pas- 
fioiiL'cra will Tcvolutionize tho triina- 
iithintio tnulo luid {Ktoatly damage New- 
York, but this talk has been hoard be- 
fore.

First News of tlie Season From the Head 
W;itcrs of tlie Yukon. 

The first reports to arrive this season 
' from tlie interior were brouglit out by 
M. M. Bridjies and son, C. W. iJridges, 
wiio got in from Teslin lake the forepart 
of last week, says tlie Alaskan News of 
Juuei). They left Janeau the 20th of 
last March in company with fifteen 
others, all of whom were expecting to 
enend the season prospcctiti;; and min- 
ing; on tho head waters of the llootal- 
inipia river iiiui the trilmtarioa of Lake 
Teslin. While on tlieir way in soiiie In- 
dians; were met coming out. Iiniuiry 
was made of them eoiieeniiiii: lIodfj;L; and 
McXel'.a, who aceoiniiiinied Jim my .lark- 
son in last fall, and for whom all hope 
has been iriven up. Tin; Indians |iru- 
[etsed to know notliiiii: of tlieni. l'"ifty- 
six <lays were eoiisuiued in reaehinn Lake 
Teslin from .luneau, and at the time of 
tlieir arrival they found the water so 
high it was impossible to do any pros- 
pectini;or mining. Colors were found 
scattered hero and there on the high 
heiu lies, but liiey were not in sufFicient 
ipiantity to pay to work. The water 
irontinued h^igh all through May and 
.Tune, and no mining whatever was done. 
,\ portion of the party will return to 
Juneau and the balance proceed up tho 
Neseltine river, the main tributary of 
tl:e lake.

MR. ALEXANDER BEGG 

Returns From Britain and Paris After 
Consulting Records Reuardlng tbe 
Alaskan Boundary. 

Mr. A. Begg, CO., arrived l>y the 
Chiiriiier hist eveuiiii: from a prolunjjeil 
trip to Great Britain and Paris. The 
greater part of liis time has heeii occii- 
liied in investiKiitiiij; the .Vlaskan boun- 
dary question, which lias reeeiitly created 
BO much discuBBion. By special per- 
mission from the foreign and colonial 
aiitlioritiea Mr. Bege obtained access to 
the official record ofHce, London, which 
iiUbrded him the opportunity of examin- 
lUM the papers reapectint; the treaty of 
1K25 between Great Britain and Russia, 
and the negotiations wliich tooii place re- 
giirdiii); its clauses. The treaty waH 
fraiiieil ami the negotiations curried on 
i.n the French huHtuage with a view to 
serving the interests of the Kiissiaii Fur 
Company and the Hudson Bay C'om- 
paiiy, the latter being at that time the 
occupant of the greater portion of the 
continent of North America, esperiaUy 
on the west of the Kocky moimtainH, 
nearly as far south as San l''raiieisi'n. 
The southern portion west ol the Rockies 
was known us Dregoii and tlie iiortherh 
Dortioii to the Arctic ocean at Xew Cale- 
donia. 

The treaty was made to accoiiiinodatc 
those companies in their fur-trading 
operations. It was allowed to remain 
dormant under a lease of the Russian 
portion of the frontier to the Hudson 
Bay Company down to the time , of Ihe 
gold e.'ccitement in British Columbia in 
185S. Indeed the subject was not much 
thought of by British Columbia until 
after tlie purchase of Russian America 
(.•Vhiska) by the l.^nitcd States in 1,S07, 
nor for some time afterwards, when it 
was Burmised that the United .States 
had encroached on British territory, 
contrary to the treaty. Mr. Be^g be- 
lieves that his investigations will prove 
that the line of deiiiarkatiou as de- 
scribed in the treaty and explained in 
the negotiations ha.s been greatly over- 
reached by the United .States, and that 
the case when submitted to arbitration 
will be deluded according to his views. 

Mr. Begg reports regarding the high 
water on the Mainland that the waters 
are gradually receding, and that tlie 
C.P.R. has done its utmost to prevent 
delay and inconvenience where in any 
wav they could be avoided.

Bring Back a Meteorite. 



Halika.x, July 10— The steamer Hope, 

in command of Capt John Barllett, hav- 
im; on beard Lieut. Peary and party, 
sailed from Sydney, C. 11., at 1 ;;J0 o'clock 
for Greenland. The vessel carried abun- 
dant stoi'es and nine boats, bo that she 
seems prepared for every emergency.
